Child protection 
from Internet crime 
an ongoing fight

With the holiday season in hill 
swing and students about to head 
out of classes for the Christmas 
break, the federal government has 
taken an important and worth¬ 
while step to protect those same 
kids from Internet predators. 

Last week, new legislation, Bill C- 
22, came into effect making it mandatory for Internet 
service providers to immediately report instances of 
child pornography to the police. 

While some of the federal government’s recent 
crime reform initiatives have been less than univer¬ 
sally applauded, this new legislation is good for all 
Canadian children and their families, including those 
in West Central Alberta. 

Justice Minister Rob Nicholson says the new legis¬ 
lation is an important part of the ongoing nationwide 
effort to protect children from online sexual 
exploitation and to bring those responsible for the 
proliferation of child pornography to justice. 

“Canadians are rightfully concerned that in 2010 
child pornography offences were up by more than 30 
percent,” said Nicholson. “The sexual exploitation of 
children by Internet sexual predators is a very seri¬ 
ous crime and our government is committed to tak¬ 
ing tough action against it.” 

Bill C-22 applies to suppliers of Internet services to 
the public, including those who provide electronic 
mail services, Internet content hosting services and 
social networking sites. 

The legislation requires those suppliers to report 
child pornography they receive or uncover to the 
Canadian Centre for Child Protection, and to notify 
police and safeguard evidence if they believe that a 
child pornography offence has been committed 
using an Internet service they provide. 

Three years ago, the federal, provincial and territo¬ 
rial justice ministers agreed that the fight against 
cliild pornography would be enhanced by federal 
legislation establishing mandatory reporting of 
online child pornography by Internet service 
providers. Tlus new legislation makes such reporting 
the law of the land. 

“We are confident that this legislation will reduce 
the circulation of these harmful images, rescue vic¬ 
tims and identify those committing crimes against 
children,” said Lianna McDonald, Executive Director 
of the Canadian Centre for Child Protection, an 
organization that operates the Cybertip.ca online tip 
line for reporting sexual abuse of children. 

While this new federal legislation will hopefully 
help bring more and more criminals who target 
children to justice - and deter others from going 
down that same terrible path - the general public 
can also play an important role in helping fight child 
pornography. 

All it takes is a phone call to any Alberta RCMP 
detaclunent to start a police investigation into child 
pornography crimes - and residents of all ages art' 
certainly encouraged to do just that.

Christmas, Bing Crosby and the transience of fame

For people whose earliest radio 
memories come from the 15140s or 
early 15150s, Bing Crosby and 
Christmas are inextricably linked. 
Whether it was White Christmas, 
Jingle Bells or reverent pieces like 
Silent Night, the Crosby voice was 
ubiquitous every December. 

But Crosby was much more than a 
seasonal crooner. Indeed, he was 
probably the first example of a multi- 
media global superstar, having what 
was once described as the most rec¬ 
ognizable voice in the world. 

Through the 1930s and 1940s, he 
was the most consistent hitmaker 
around, shifting tens of millions of 
units in an era without the conven¬ 
ience of downloads and where many 
homes had no ability to even play 
records. On radio, then the dominant 
medium of daily communication, his 
weekly network show ran for 23 
years. 

In the process, he popularized an 
easy microphone-friendly approach 
that set the musical template for a 
host of followers, including the 
young Frank Sinatra. Instead of belt¬ 
ing with sufficient volume to be 
heard in the cheap seats, vocal styles 
became more intimate, even conver¬ 
sational. The critic Henry Pleasants 
called it “singing in American." 

Crosby was also a movie star of the 
highest magnitude. Between 15)34 
and 15)54, he placed among the aiuui- 
al top 10 box office stars no fewer 
than 15 times. Indeed, for five 
straight years (15)44-48), he was at 


the very top of the list. He even got 
three Academy Award nominations 
for best actor, winning once. 

In a broader cultural sense, he had 
an unmistakable resonance, that of 
the easygoing American Everyman. 
With his colourful shirts, ever-pres¬ 
ent pipe, and passion for golf and the 
racetrack, he was the epitome of a 
regular guy. And in Ireland, he was 
also seen as “one of ours” - an Irish- 
American Catholic who had scaled 
the heights while keeping the faith 
and remaining true to his roots. 

So how does it happen that one of 
the most famous people in the world 
becomes a semi-forgotten figure, 
trotted out once a year as just one 
voice in a multitude? 

Part of it can be put down to the sim¬ 
ple passage of time. Crosby has been 
dead for over 30 years and had 
become musically unfashionable 20 
years prior to his death. A half-century 
is a very long time in popular culture. 

In addition, his public image took 
some posthumous hits. Allegedly, the 
casually charming Everyman was a 
stingy womanizer with a penchant 
for alcohol, and for inflic ting severe 
physical discipline on his children. 

But while it’s one thing to recede 
from general consciousness, it’s quite 
another for someone of Crosby’s 
stature to be almost written out of 
the history of popular culture. In the 
lead-up to the millennium, 
Newsweek did a series of retrospec¬ 
tives on people and events that 
defined the 20th century. Amazingly, 
the June 28, 1999, issue - Voices of 
the Century: America Goes 


Hollywood - managed to fill 40 odd 
pages wit h nary a mention of Crosby, 
other than as a caption to a photo¬ 
graph with Sinatra! 

It’s tempting to wonder whether 
this neglect has something to do with 
political sensibility. Crosby, after all, 
was emblematic of an assertive, self- 
confident America, a society with an 
heroic sense of its own history and a 
keen appreciation for what it viewed 
as its positive uniqueness. To modem 
cultural commentators, it would be 
something of a foreign country, and 
not a particularly attractive one at 
that. 

But the likelier explanation is more 
prosaic. Analyses like that in 
Newsweek are just poor journalism, 
the product of an inability to imagine 
a world that was not only different 
from one’s own but also different 
from what the received wisdom 
thinks it was. The combination of a 
lack of knowledge and the influence 
of groupthink can produce some 
pretty shoddy results. 

Publications like Newsweek 
should know that. Perhaps they once 
did. 

So if Crosby’s voice comes at you 
from the radio or the shopping mall 
sound system this Christinas, take 
silent note of the transience of fame. 
And remember that a mere 60 to 70 
years ago, the voice’s owner had an 
overwhelming presence in the popu¬ 
lar culture. Indeed, it was on a scale 
that today’s icons would kill for.

“It makes Christmas for 
me,” said McNeil of the 
annual event and how 
much it has grown in its 
four running years. 

The dinner is for 
absolutely anyone, be they 
alone on Christmas or sim¬ 
ply don’t want to cook, 
according to McNeil. 

“Didsbury has a lot of 
elderly couples who can’t 
really cook a turkey for 
two,” said McNeil. “Some 
families just don’t want to 
cook.”

Leftovers from the dinner 
are given to the Didsbury 
Medical Clinic, as the hos¬ 
pital staff kitchen will be 
closed at that time.

“I’m hoping it will contin¬ 
ue, even if it’s not me run¬ 
ning it, I hope it just contin¬ 
ues, it’s a good event,” said 
McNeil.

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Twelfth day of Christmas a celebration 


With presents and parties foremost on 
the minds of many, the religious signifi¬ 
cance of the holiday season can take a 
back seat to some of the secular celebra¬ 
tions. 

One of the religious celebrations of the 
season is Three Kings Day, also known as 
the Feast of the Epiphany and Dia de los 
Tres Keyes. Celebrated on January (>, the 
Epiphany marks the twelfth day of the 
Christmas holiday and remembers the 
wist' men who came to boar gifts to the 
newborn baby Jesus. 

According to the Bible, wise men saw a 
bright star in the sky the night Christ was 
bom. They followed this star to Bethlehem 


where they found the child. There they 
presented Christ with gifts of gold, frank¬ 
incense ;utd myrrh. 

“And going into the house they saw the 
child with Mary his mother, and they fell 
down and worshiped him. Then, opening 
their treasures, they offered him gifts, gold 
and frankincense and myrrh.” (Matthew 
2 : 11 ) 

Frankincense, also called olihanum, is a 
sap of the Boswellia. The tree is tapped, 
much as one would a maple tree for syrup, 
and the frankincense resin drips out in 
“tears.” 

Frankincense was used for many rea¬ 
sons in ancient times, typically in religious 


ceremonies as an incense. 

The aroma of frankincense is said to rep¬ 
resent life, and the Judaic, Christian, and 
Islamic faiths also used frankincense oils 
to anoint the young. 

It has also been used in alternative med¬ 
icine as a stomach aid. Ancient Egyptians 
used charred frankincense to make kohl, 
or the eye makeup distinctive of that 
region. 

Myrrh is another tree resin and it comes 
from the Commiphora species. Myrrh was 
commonly used as a healing agent, espe¬ 
cially an antiseptic. 

Ancient Greek soldiers carried it to treat 
and clean wounds earned in battle. 


Egyptians burned myrrh as part of rituals. 
It is also another substance burned during 
religious ceremonies. 

Myrrh was also used in the embalming 
process in ancient times. 

Historians and religious scholars say 
that the gifts given to Jesus by the three 
kings were quite appropriate. 

The gold represented his royalty, the 
frankincense his divinity and the myrrh his 
future death. 

On Three Kings Day many people take 
down holiday decorations and officially 
call an end to the Christmas season. They 
may also exchange small gifts symbolic of 
the epiphany.

While Rudolph might be 
the most famous reindeer, 
there remains no docu¬ 
mented evidence of a red¬ 
nosed reindeer guiding 
Santa's sleigh on an espe¬ 
cially stormy Christmas 
Eve. 

But just because no one 
has yet to find the real 
Rudolph, that doesn't mean 
we don't know a few things 
about Santa's sled buddies. 

• Reindeer are also 
known as Caribou in North 
America. 

• Females generally 
weigh between 170 and 260 


pounds, while males are 
often much larger, weigh¬ 
ing as little as 200 pounds 
but as much as 460 pounds. 

• Reindeer reside in both 
the Arctic and Subarctic, 
and hunting of wild rein¬ 
deer and herding of semi- 
domesticated reindeer is 
important to several Arctic 
and Subarctic people. 

• Reindeer fur can vary 
considerably. In northern 
populations, reindeer tend 
to have white fur, while 
southern populations are 
darker in colour. 

• Reindeer size can also 


vary depending on loca¬ 
tion, as southern reindeer 
populations tend to be larg¬ 
er than their northern 
counterparts. 

• In most reindeer popu¬ 
lations, both males and 
females grow antlers. 
Among deer, reindeer have 
the largest antlers in rela¬ 
tion to body size. 

• Males often battle with 
each other by locking 
antlers for the right to mate 
with certain females. 

• During migration, some 
reindeer reach speeds of 37 
to 50 miles per hour.

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■ Burning log TV 
broadcast has roots 
with yule festival 


ur Do you hear 
what T hear?” 


“CDo you hear 
what '1 hear?” 


The burning of a yule 
log has been a Christmas 
tradition in many 

European countries for 
centuries. 

It is believed to have 
originated at pagan win¬ 
ter solstice festivals or 
yule festivals among 
Germanic people. 

Eventually it turned 
into a Christmas tradition 
- one where a piece of 
wood is burned in the 
hearth, oftentimes 

overnight until Christmas 
arrives. 

Even now, people who 
have fireplaces in their 
homes often participate 
in the yule log tradition. 

But for the many others 
who don’t have a fire¬ 
place, an enterprising tel¬ 
evision executive devised 
a solution back in 1966. 

Fred M. Thrower, 
President and CEO of 
WP1X, Inc., a local televi¬ 
sion station in New York, 
was inspired by a com¬ 
mercial showing Santa 
Claus in front of a roaring 
fire. 

He came up with the 
concept of airing a contin¬ 
uous loop of a yule log 
burning so that viewers 
without fireplaces could 


enjoy the magic of the 
yule log with seasonal 
music playing in accom¬ 
paniment to the mesmer¬ 
izing flames. 

The original piece of 
film was a loop of only 17 
seconds of film and indi¬ 
viduals could tell it was 
artificial by its jerky 
appearance. 

Eventually the yule log 
was refilmed. Annual air¬ 
ing of the yule log took 
place up until the 1990s. 

But fans of the holiday 
staple protested and, 
after 11 years of being off 
the air, the yule log 
returned in 2001, a few 
months after the 
September 11 attacks. 

Television executives 
cited that people wanted 
“comfort food television” 
and restored the yule log. 

The yule log is now 
broadcast through many 
WPIX affiliates, and many 
other stations have done 
their own yule log broad¬ 
casts of different ornate 
fireplaces throughout 
North America. 

Some yule log perform¬ 
ances can even be pur¬ 
chased on DVD as a 
portable yule log while 
travelling.
